It will be a decided disappoint¬ 
ment to everybody in the district 
to learn that there is to be no fair 
held by the Vulcan Agricultural 
Society this year. 

This decision was arrived at at a 
meeting'of the directors on Satur* 
day, August 29th, when they met 
to discuss»the recommendations of 
the various committees that had 
met previously. 

The decision was taken on ac¬ 
count of a communication from-the 
department of agriculture, which 
the secretary read, advising that 
the fair be postponed this year 
owing to the war and the copse*, 
quent stringency of money. The 
department acknowledged the sec¬ 
retary’s report of previous meet¬ 
ings and the list of subscribers, 
saying that everything was in 
order. The subject as to when 
was the best time for the fair to be 
held was also replied to, and the 
department were willing to send 
down judges for the last Thursday 
and Friday, in October, the days 
suggested by the directors if suit¬ 
able to the department. ' Their ad¬ 
vice, however, was not to hold a 
fair as, owing to the cause above 
mentioned, there was some doubt 
as to whether the department would 
be able to pay the Agricultural 
Society’s grant. In face of that 
there was ndthiug to do but to 
postpone tha event, and so it was 
decided to leave the matters of the 
society in the hgnds of an execu¬ 
tive committee until next year when 
another start will be made. 

Besides settling this point, the 
directors did very little other busi¬ 
ness. The motion to postpone was 
made by A. J. Flood and seconded 
by J. A. Smith. It was, however, 
decided to .collect all promised 
money and a motion by J. A. 
Flood seconded by J. A. Smith 
was to the effect that the secretary 
write to all delinquents in the 
matter. Carried. 

The only bill brought up was 
one for stationery, $3. Motion by 
B. R. Lommatzsch seconded by H. 
Adams, that the bill be allowed. 
Carried. " 

The executive committee who 
are to look aftqr the interests of the 
Society during the interim is made 
up of the president, G. L. Kcker, 
two vice-presidents, Messrs. O. L. 
McPherson and H. AdamS, the 
treasurer, E. G. McPherson and 
the secretary, R. W. Glover. 

On a motion by A. J. Flood, 
seconded by H. Adams, it was de¬ 
cided to allow the secretary the 
sum of $15 in consideration of the 
work he had already done, and for 
what will have to be done until 
after the next meeting is called 
next seaspn. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


Threshing commenced on Thurs¬ 
day of last week, three or four out¬ 
fits getting to work on that dav in 
the neighborhood of the town, and 
this week it should be general 
throughout the district. 

For thk first part, oats aud bar¬ 
ley were commenced on, the wheat 
being a little bit soft, and some of 
the grain a little wet owing to the 
stooks not being thoroughly dried 
out after the rains of a few days 
before. 

On the whole, although the crops 
are lighter this year than they were 
last, the yield is expected to go 
'better than anticipated in most 
places. The cutting revealed a 
heavier yield than some farmers 
had looked for Given favorable 
weather, the crop v ought to be 
threshed out much earlier than 
usual this year. 

The general opinion is that the 
crop will not prove to be as light 
as was at first anticipated. 

Mr. Robbins, of the Associated 
Mortgage Co., motored into Vulcan 
on Friday morning last, and ad¬ 
mitted Qiat the crops south of Cal¬ 
gary, which he had been told were 
very poor, were looking very much 
better than he expected. The dis¬ 
trict round Vulcan, he said, was 
in his opinion, among the best in 
the soijth country. (The crops in 
the north of the province-were fine 
aud he had been led to believe that 
south of Calgary there wak practi¬ 
cally nothing. This, however, 
he had found to be untrue. Many 
of the fields which he had seen on 
summerfallow would give an aver¬ 
age yield. Stubble he found to be 
as poor and generally as unsatis¬ 
factory as usual. In his opinion, 
with wheat at something over a 
dollar a bushel in Calgary, he 
thought there was every possibility 
of the farmer iri the south breaking 
even. - \

The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders aye made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power.” -

What Is declared to be the only 
unattended lighthouse built on a 
wave-washed rook, possessing a pow¬ 
erful fog-signal. Is the recent.y com¬ 
pleted Platte Fougerre Lighthouse, 
marking the entrance to the Russell 
Channel leading to the Guernsey capl 
tal of St. Peter’s Port, a spot which 
figures Ln Victor Hugo's great rom 
ance, “The Tollers o? the Sea." This 
unattended tower, built of ferro-con 
crete rock, is 80 feet In height The 
head of the rock on which ft stands 
ic only vislole at low tide, while it is 
difficult to approach even In the 
smoothest weather, owing to tides and 
currents. Much of the foundation 
work had tc be carried out under 
water. 

The tower, says The Sphere, Is solid 
for a height of 46 feet above the 
rock, and the base Is formed of Port¬ 
land cement placed in iron moulds 
with iron burs driven into the solid 
rodk to anchor the concrete firmly, 
in the sldi to which .the building Is 
exposed to the heaviest seas, massive 
beams of rs .ed steel are driven into 
the rock so as to Impart additional 
strength to the part of the tower 
where the g>eateg : : strains are likely 
to be set in. 

In the entrance level Is a compafrt 
meat containing an electric motor 
and air-comi resscr, while on the 
floor Immediately above Is a dupli¬ 
cate Installation. The siren projects 
through the top o! the tower, the 
trumpet being so turned as to throw 
the sounds ,n a horizontal direction 
over the water. 

On the top of the tower la a small 
automatic acetylene gas plant and 
light. The foghorn has been heard 
thirty mllsi away on the ■'French 
coast, whils the light is brought into 
being at gu, set and extinguished at 
dawn autom'itica.ly. 

These dev,ce3 many of which arc 
the invention of the euglneer-in- 
chief, Mr. E O.' Ca.ford, are control¬ 
led from the shore station one and a 
quarter mike distant, by means of a 
submarine cable made specially for 
the work. ‘I his cable Is 11 inches in 
diameter, aud weighs forty-five tens 
to the nautical mile 

The tower and Ik; installation cost 
$68,000, a sum five or six times less 
than that w hkh would have been 
needed for an ordinary stone struc¬ 
ture.

Disasters Due to Fog 
It may be said that no regulations 
and no precautions can avail against 
tog. That is too hasty and to sweep¬ 
ing a conclusion. Fogs, of course, 
cannot be prevented; but disaster 
need not follow upon fog. It Is com¬ 
monly due either to ships persisting 
in moving during fog or to some 
avoidable blunder ln navigation. The 
blunder hi navigation is usually the 
result not of lack of skllr but of a 
defect of temper. There are sea- 
bogs as well as road-hogs, and there 
are obstinate captains who will Im¬ 
peril their ships rather than deflect 
from their course. This sort of thing 
can be corrected by setting up a bet¬ 
ter tradition, and if necessary by 
punishing sternly wherever It can be 
proved. The larger question remains 
whether stripe ought to prooeed ln 
fog.

On the one hand 
their owners want them to make a 
quick pasqpge; on the other hand, 
they have no assurance that If,they 
stop other ships will do likewise.- Un¬ 
der such circumstances there is 
strong temptation to push on, and 
that, with othor ships moving, may 
be actually safer than stopping. 
Clearly, ,f regulation is practicable 
this is a case for international regu¬ 
lation.—London Daily News and 
Leader.

France was no more bellicose, 
aud in England, particularly in the 
norib, feeling ran exceedingly high 
Meetings weie held and addressed 
by the m ire prominent Labour aud 
Socialistic leaders, calling on tbe 
Government to maintain a position 
of neutrality. 

But notwithstanding all th's 
demonstration of popular and pub 
ho feeling, the whole of Europe 
became embroiled in ihe worst war 
of history to the sicrilice of thou¬ 
sands of the best manhood of every 
nation concerned

The superintendent 
of one building experimented with one 
in the large t round floor thoroughfare, 
but gave it up and returned to primi¬ 
tive hand-and-knee scrubbers. 

The dangers to health from con¬ 
stantly bre.ti.hing in the germ-laden 
dust of great assemblage places Heed 
scarcely be mentioned. The public 
cleaning woman Is the first and chief 
victim of the disgusting habit of spit¬ 
ting. Decent wpmen were compelled to 
scrub floors unspeakably defiled by 
spitting, a , oaditior as dangerous as 
it was revolting. One woman was said 
to have acini red tuberculosis in her 
finger from scrubbing the floor of an 
orchestra. It Is true that not all 
cleaning jots were equally bad, but 
the worst 'nvolved hardships which 
were an offense against humanity and 
bore no relation to the numbers of 
women engaged. 

But the ability to make the best of 
condition! which we can’t remedy be¬ 
longs to these women as well as to 
others more fortunate than they. Hear

The'effect of radium on plant 
g'cwth has; it la said, been demon¬

sible that-the use of radium for crcps 
may become one of its most import¬ 
ant applications in the future. It is 
said that radium has an adverse ef¬ 
fect on the undesirable soil organ¬ 
isms, leaving the useful ones freer to 
simulate growth. 

' Best results are obtained with the 
'use of about one-seven-hundredth

The Highways Commission of 
Saskatchewan are spending $500,- 
000 on road work and bridge con¬ 
struction in the areas of west and 
south-west of Saskatchewan this 
fall. This will find work for about 
2,500 men who would otherwise be 
unemployed owing to the drought 
wjth which this district has been 
effected. Many of the road crews 
are already at work and by the first 
of September at least 150 crews 
each consisting of from 15 to 20 
men, will be engaged together with 
from ten to twelve teams with each 
crew. 

In accordance with the plan an¬ 
nounced by Premier Scott a week 
ago for affording relief of settlers 
whose crops have been a whole or 
partial failure, the whole of the 
road organization of Saskatchewan 
is now being moved into the south¬ 
west.
